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Every week, we track the volume of tests performed across the City, as well as
what type of laboratory is performing those tests. While testing capacity
remains high, demand has decreased in recent weeks. Testing demand across
the City closely mirrors disease incidence, such that when fewer cases of
COVID-19 are detected, fewer people seek COVID-19 testing.

We closely monitor the demographics (e.g., age, race, ethnicity) of
individuals using our community-based testing sites, and adjust our
targeting as needed to reach the communities that need it most.
